The sto ry, as to ld by 
Elian, is that while Rho do pis was bath­ 
ing, an eagle carried away o ne o f her 
sandals and dro pped it near the feet o f 
Psammitichus, king o f Egypt, who , like 
Cinderella’s prince, was struck by its 
dim inutive size, caused the maiden to 
be so ught fo r, and married her when 
fo und. 
Make the sandal a glass slipper 
and add the ugly sisters fo r the sake o f 
co ntrast, and the sto ries are much the 
same. 
The glass slipper, by the way, is
